Listen, but to each of us, including me, apply uour own critical judge- 
ments. l'ou are both youngor than come of us, wliich means you have hnu fewer experiences 
in life, but you both liave fine minds of your own and <-ver y right in the world to make 
your own uis takes. If you disagree with the older ones of us, we can usually consult. 

But don’t take my woixL judgement or anyone else** without your own evaluations. We 
laBj have lee;* chance of being wrong on this subject, especially those of us who know 
most about it, but wo also can bo wrong and havo been. 

Bo not think you have learned all you can from the serious mistake of transcribing 
Cyril on Long John first, much more thinking about this and you may be able to unuer- 
staud a better kind of M.O. As you know, I heard enough of thab bo know tliat he was 
gr^at. But I also knew, again from experience, that the chances of putting it to any 
immediate good use were close to zero. The only way for the weak to fight with any 
hope of w inning is to attack.
